This Office action is in answer to the amendment filed October 1, 2003. 



EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

4. Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

With regard to claims 1-13: none of the references of record prior to applicant's filing date 
discloses, teaches, or suggests a hybrid power system for supplying power to a load comprising, inter 
alia, an energy storage device; and, a fuel cell system wherein the energy storage device supplies all of 
the power when a state of charge of the energy storage device is greater than a first predetermined state 
of charge and the fuel cell system provides at least a portion of the power when the state of charge of 
the energy storage device is less than or equal to the first predetermined state of charge. 

With regard to claims 14-20: none of the references of record prior to applicant's filing date 
discloses, teaches, or suggests a method for supplying power to a load comprising, inter alia, the steps of 
providing an energy storage device and a fuel cell system; and, controlling said energy storage device 
and said fuel cell system wherein said energy storage device supplies all of said power when a state of 
charge of said energy storage device is greater than a first predetermined state of charge and said fuel 
cell system provides at least a portion of said power when said state of charge of said energy storage 
device is less than or equal to said first predetermined state of charge.

As noted herein, as well as disclosed in the specification, and as argued in the amendment, prior 
art of record does not disclose any circumstances in which the battery alone provides power to a load. 
Compared to conventional hybrid power systems the instant application is an improvement because its 
power system does not require a large fuel cell and, therefore, is less expensive. Further, the power 
system is able to respond relatively quickly to variations in power requirements by the load, and controls 
the energy storage device and fuel cell so as to optimize the power generating capabilities of the energy 
storage device and fuel cell.
